“TURN THAT LEFT OX.” 


The Insult a Young Lady Raceived 
at a Ball, 


And the Tragic Fate of Her Brother, 
- Who Attempted to Defend Her. 


[From the Shreveport (La.) Times.] 

The examination of Dr. Larrie Armstrong for 
the killing of Wyatt Foster at Pleasant Hill, De 
Soto Parish, on Sunday, June 29, commenced 
in the parish court at Pleasant Hill yesterday. 

About forty witnesses have been summoned, 
and quite a crowd of spectators were present. 
The trial, itisthought, willlast several days. 
There is no undue excitement, ‘ut a great deal 
of interest is manifested. After he killing, it 
will be remembered, Dr. Armstrong escaped 
into Texas, but atthe suggestion ot his father, 
he returned, surrendered and asked for an 
examination. He was placed under guard by 
the sheriff, who allowed himtoputup atthe 
Pacific Hotel, and to visit around and go about 
ashe pleresed. Dr. Armstrong, father of the 
accused, is one of the most prominent citizens 
ot De Soto parish, and is highly respected for 
his many good qualities. He was anxious that 
bis son should return and vindicate himself, 
and hence advised bim. 

Apurty was given at the residence of Dr. 
Mumford abont three weeks before the killing 
took pixce. Miss Foster, sister of deceased, 
Dr. Larrie Armstrong and several others were 
present, though Wyatt Foster (deceased) was 
not. During or before the dancing com- 
menced the accused and Miss Fos- 
ter mutually agreed not to turn each 

other in the several sets they might dance in. 

This agreement was strictly observed, and in 

several sets in which the parties were dancing 
they carried outthe same. The last time Miss 
Foster refused to turn him, Dr. Armstrong 
made a gesture toward her with his hand, and 

in an unpleasant manner said: ‘‘I’ll be d—a it 

I'll turn you again,’’ and further remarked, 

**You are a d—d fool tor puiting on your free 

nigger airs here.’’The dancing then ceased and 

the guests commenced departing. The partner 

of Miss Foster remonstrated twice with the ac- 

cused regarding the insult offered her. Arm- 

strong first replied that he was as good as she; 

andinthbe second interview expressed sorrow 

at his action, and acknowledged the right ot 

Miss Foster’s partner to defend her, saying he 
knew he had the spunk to do so. Miss liar 
Armstrong, sister of the accused, also express- 
ed regret to Miss Foster as she was leaving the 
house, crving at the mannerin which she had 
been insulted. 

Miss Foster, in her testimony, said about 
three wecks after the party, during which time 
she had not seen Dr. Armstrong, the accused, 
Wyatt Foster, her brother, went to Pleasant 
Hill and sent the following note to accused: 

PLEASANT HILL, June 29, 1879. 

LARRIE:—I heard that you, while drinking, 
ata party, used very abusive and insulting 
language to and about my sister, and positive- 
ly refused to apologize or give an explanation, 
I cannot understand whatit means. I would 
like to see you down town a tew moments. 

Yours, 
W.J. FOSTER, JR. 

The reply was written on the same piece of 
paper and addressed to the deceased: 

Srr:—I am ready to see you at any time; I 
can be found athome. You know where I re- 
side; so call around when you please. 

Ever, L. R. ARMSTRONG. 

Mr. Wiilie Davis, tor prosecution, was called 
and,being sworn, said he was at the party anc 
beard accused say somethiag about Miss Foster 

1 the first part of the night, when witness was 

ancing with Miss Foster in the first dance; was 
swinging Miss Foster at the time accused calied 
out to witness: **Will, turn that left 
ox.”’ Accused used or repeated 
Fame expression several times thas 
night; thought accused bad refer- 
ence to Miss Foster; did not know though; 
thought he referred to her because they had 
had a little quarrel before that; accused did 
not use that expression to witness while he 
was dancing with anyone elise; saw accused 
point his finger to her, butdid not hear what 
he said; saw that accused would not turn Miss 
Foster when he used the above expression. 
Accused and witness afterwards walked out 
to the wate, and accused told witness that 
he (theaccused) acteda ftoolthat night; ac- 
cused said hbehad heard that some said he 
would be made to retract what he had said and 
done, but that they could not doit nor would 
he‘de it. Accused and witness spoke of this 
affair ou «ve morning of the difficulty. Witness 
told eccused that he heard Foster would be up 
that day; accused answered, ‘ Yes, I heard 
so.’’ At time of homicide, witness was not 
present at interview in the old field. Did not 
sce Fosterthat day until after he was killed. 
Miss Foster left the ball-room a few minutes 
after the insult. 

‘Another witness (Rambio) testified that him- 
self and Foster were riding throurch an old 
field on the Sunday of the killing, and were 
met by Armstrong, who said to Foster, ‘‘I’ll 
see you down town dircctly.’’ They then pro- 
ceeded to Gooch’s store, satdown and_ were 
conversing with other parties who were there. 
In a short time Armstrong came up and said, 
‘**Wyatt Foster, I 
to see you now.’’ Both 
went sround between front and rear of store, 
out of sizght ot witness. The only thing he 
heard wus *‘Are yon ready?’’ And ‘‘Is that your 

ame?’’The first act he saw was Foster striking 

rmstronginthe tace. Boththen drew their 
revolvers, Armstrong being first to 
fire, but Foster quickly, or almost 
simultaneously, following. Foster emp- 
tied his revolver, shooting at Arm- 
strong, one ball only taking eftect—hitting the 
left arm ofthe latter. Armstrong then drew a 
gimlet dirk-knife and struck at Foster, who 
stumbled over some rubbish and fell upon his 
hands and knees. In attempting to arse Arm- 
strong dealt Foster several blows with his dirk- 
knife, onejust as he was up. Foster made 
two attempts to retreat, but 
was followed up by Armstrong, whose fatal 
shot was fired at deceased when not more than 
six feet from him. F oster fell against a stump 
and was iet gently ¢ swn by one who witnessed 
the affuir, and A:mstrong walked off. The 
mother of deceased arrived just in time to hear 
him gasp what was thought to be ‘‘mam’’ in 
response to her call. This was his last utter- 
oes as he died a few minutes after the fatal 
shot.

A Celebrated Case. 

The case of John H. Bobb, charged with 
using language towards Michael Kinealy in- 
tended to provoke a breach of the peace, was 
called in the Court of Criminal Correction this 
morning, and continued fo. tne city 
until the 4th of September. The case is 
appealed from the First District Police 
Court, where the defendant was fined $5 and 
costs. The ease is an amusing one in every 
detail, and the language calculated to provoke 
a breach ot the peace rests in Bobb meeting 
Kinealy on the street and addressing bit as 
‘*‘slippery Mike.’’ The defendant filed the 
following motion fora new trial in the Police 
Court, which was overruled:

2. Because the Court refused or, at least, | 
failed to consider the weight of the testimony. | 
hinealy simply stated that Bobb had saluted 
him as ‘*Slippery Mike’’ on Fifth street and, 
on the cross-examintion, Bobb asked Kinealy 
whether he had not acquired the name 
of ‘Slippery Mike’’ by his general mode 
of doing business and practicing law, and 
whetner be did not deserve the title, which 
was given to him some time ago by a friend of 
his other than Bobb. 

The defendant asserts that if he is defeated 
he wilicarry the case tothe Supreme Court. 


A Neat Trick.

[From Tuesday's New Orleans Times, } 

Some ten daysthe Times promised faithfully 
to give the exact truth from day to day in re- 
gard to yellow fever cases, should any occur. 
We have done so up to date, and will continue 
todosoaslong as there is any probability 
that the disease exists. There have been 


only three or, at the most, four deaths 
from yeliow fever in New Orleans thus far tunis 
season—the last one occurring on Thursday, 
July 31—since when (five days) there has not 
occurred a singie death in the city by the dread 
disease. And after a thorough and careful in: 
vestigation up to 6 o’olock last evening, not 
one single case could be found in the city. 

We are perfectly well satisfied with the re- 
sults of our course in publishing facts as they 
occur inthe matter, and greatly encouraged 
by the confidence we have gained by this 
course amongst our country readers, lLaving 
yesterday received intoimation from severai 
places up the Jackson Railroad thatin conse- 
quence of the course the Times has pur- 
sued in this matter and the contidence in our 
pledge for the future, Jackson, Terry and 
Byrain, in Hinds county, Mississippi, had 
raised their quarantines against New Urieans, 
andthat othe: places had called meetings for 
the saine purpose. We may, therefore, con- 
fidently look tor favorable action on all the 
line of this road within the next two days. 

This is sensible and proper, and Vicksbnrg 
and Natchez should at once follow suit. It 
will be unreasonable and unfriendly if they do 
not. We have little hope of Gaiveston acting 
in any manner other thanto keepthe quaran- 
tine on as long as thetemperof the people of 
Texas will permit them to continue it. Yellow 
fever bas nothing to do with the quarantine at 


that point.

Pesitive Refusal of Mr. Jaynes to Sign the 
Coopers’ Contract. 


Proceedings of the Strikers at Vorwaerts 
Hall this Morning. 


The meeting of the striking cooper: at Vor- 
waerts Hall was not calied to order this 
morning until 10 o’clock, and a reporter of the 
POST- DISPATCH, taking advantage of the time, 
caijed at the Empire Mills, corner of Second 
and Webster streets, the place to get the other 
side of the strike. 

MR. JAYNES, 
proprietor of the shop, was standing in front 
of the institution with a satisied look, and Ifa- 
tening to the miscellanconssounds that spoke 
of the industry going on within. 

‘*You are a reporter, are you?’’ 
inquired Mr. Jaynes,afier the visitor had made 
known his mission. 

‘*Yes, sir.’’ 

‘*Well, comein. I am giad you are here; but 
Ihaven’t much confidence in reporters, be- 
cause several have called on me since the strike 
begun, and, in every case, misrepresented 
me,.’’ 

THE REPORTER'S MISSION. 

The reporter assured him that he was con- 
nected with ajournal whose main object was 
to give the news ubout twelve hours in advance 
of other papers ot the city, correct in every 
detail, and would report his cause aright. He 
was hereupon conducted through the im- 
mense establishment, which has a 
capacity of turring out 5,000 Darrels daily. 
Mr. Jayncs said he was employing 125 persons, 
principally boys, who were making over 2,000 
purrels a day, which was enough to supply the 
demand of his customers, LHe said he did not 
consider bis manufactory a cooper sbop at all. 
All bis barrels were 

MADE BY MACHINERY, 
with tne exception of the hooping part, which 
was done by hand, awd an yone with the least 
commen sense could learn the art in a day,and 
after a week’s experience could easily make 
troni one to two dollars per day.

It 
adds to the strangeness of the case that the 
fine was inflicted not in consequence of a 
public prosecution, but to gratify the pri- 
vate malice of a citizen who is dead, and 
consequently ought to have no voice in say- 
ing what punishment should be inflicted for 
the crime of preferring a live husband to a 
dead one. It is only natural that a husband 
who has already passed to the land of shades 
should reason that any widow would be 
happier contemplating the memory 
of the of her dear departed 
than in enjoying such connubial felicity as 
may be derived from the companionship of an 
inferior successor; but it is not natural to 
find the law of the land giving the wishes 
of the dead a preference over 
the rights of the If dead 
people object to proper and rea$onable ar-

itis fair tolet their objections have just 
such weight as can be enforced by the 
dead, but inany sensible scheme of law 
the welfare of the living will be made to 
outweigh any posthumous wishes, and in 
any conflict between the two the decision 
of the Pennsylvania Court will be reversed. 

It is astonishing how hard itis for the 
light of reason and common sense to prevail 
over the antiquated absurdities bequeathed 
to us, or rather entailed on us by the com- 
mon law.of England. If in the existing 
state of civilization acode of laws- were to 
e originated and designed solely with refer- 
ence to the condition of society, no one would 
dream of giving a dead man power over any 
property which he no longer possesses. 
Every sensible and unprejudiced mind 
would recognize that the property of the 
world belonged wholly and exclusively to 
the living, 
tenure should be respected only when made 
between those capable of making bargains 
and = that which 
willfully and maliciously interfered with the 
happiness of the living should have no bind- 
ing force whatever. This would be the 
view of an unprejudiced mind, but the law 
has inherited all the prejudices of British 
stupidity in the last thousand years, and 
clings mere closely to the errors of the 
common law than to its merits. 

From this point of view the prohibition 
of a widow’s marrying has adouble recom- 
mendation. It not only furnishes an illus- 
tration of the sanctity of the last wishes 
of the testator, but it asserts in the most 
striking manner the husband’s ownership in 
his wife as achattel. Concerning the sanc- 
tity of last wishes we are of the opinion 
of the young gentleman in Byron’s farce 
‘“Engayed,’’ who, when the lady tells him 
that she will bless him with her latest 
breath, says that he never could see why a 
blessing given with one’s latest breath 
should have any higher value than one given 
in a healthful state of respiration. Even 
the stupid old common law would not re- 
spect a covenant between living people,

wills and bequests 


which contained a_ clause prohib- 
iting matrimony, but it seems to 
find some _ special sanctity in the 


latest breath of anybody who has quit 
breathing. As for the husband’s owner- 
ship of his wife after heis dead, we can 
only wish that the boot might be tried on 
the other leg, and that some fond and dying 
wife, possessed of property in her own 
right, might with her latest breath condemn 
her mourning widower to perpetual celib- 
acy. It would take but a few such cases to 
open the eyes of the sterner sex to the 
wickedness of prohibitions in matrimony, 
and to change the law which has just fined 
the Pennsylvania widow.

Bright Prospects Ahead for 
St. Louis. 


The Starting Up of Four Blast Far- 
naces in Carondelet. 


A New Rolling Mill to be Built by 
the St. Louis Stamping Co. 


An English Manufacturer Looking After the 
Establishment of Bessemer Steel Works, 


Tne manutacture ofironin St. Louis is an 
infantindustry. It had hardly begunto show 
signs of life before the panic of 1873 came on 
and crushed it almost out of existence. Mis- 
souri is an iron-producing State, but her mines 
have been but lightly worked. It is simply 
known that there are iron-flelds here that will 
require ages to exhaust and that in them lies 
unmtold wealth tor the generationstocome. Bat 
tor five years these vast unexplored mines have 
been waiting tor the return of prosperity. 
Some six weeks ago there was observable an 
increase in the demand for manufactured 
iron, and there was atonce a throb of activity 
throughoutthe ironinterests of the whole 
country. It was felt in the East and it was felt 
inthe West. Itis felt to-dayin St. Louis. It 
has never needed a vast amount of perspica- 
city to see that St. Louis would one day be 
a great iron-manufacturing center. With such 
a boundless supply of ore as exists in the 
State it could not well be otherwise. With 
cheap labor, cheap fuel, an abundance of wa- 
ter, boundless stores of raw material just at 
hand, and 

A GROWING DEMAND 

for the manufactured product throughout the 
great West and Southwest, what more could 
be necessary; it was most unfortun- 
ate tor the iron industry here 
thatthe panic of 1873 came when it did. 
Large amounts Of money had just been ex- 
pended in the erection of works,and there was 
not time enough given for any substantial re- 
muneration to be derived before the blow fell 
and stifled the young and promising move- 
ment. The result was that St. Louis has been 
compelled to see millions of tons of Missouri 
iron ore go to the furnaces of Pennsylvania 
and Obio, and see millions of dollars’ worth ot 
steel rails and other species of 
manufactured iron come back from the rolling 
mills of those States. 

But it must not be supposed that St. Louis 
and Missouri have been the chiet sufferers in 
the depression ofthe iron industry. The last re- 
port of the American Iron and Steel Associa- 
tion (issued in 1878), under the head of ‘‘Re- 
centiy Abandoned Furnaces,’’ shows the 
number of abandoned furnacesin seven great 
iron-producing States to be as follows:

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This is by no means a bad showing for Mis- 
suuri. 
It may now be confidently expected that there 
will be

of the iron industry here. First comes 
an increased demand for Missou- 
ri ore. The principal mining 


companies of St. Louis have all the orders 
they can fill. Theiron Mountain Mining Com- 
pany bave sold out forthe year—that is, they 
have enough orders ahead to keep them going 
at their full capacity till January 1, 1880. The 
Pilot Knob Company have heavy orders 
from the Edgar Thompson works ofr 
Pittsburg, and are working a _ full force. 
As yet there has been no advance in the price 
ot pig iron, but there undoubtedly will be at 
the beginningofthe next year. The price of 
pig iron is generally fixed about the first of 
January and runs through the entire year. But 
there has been a decided advancein manufac- 
tured iron. Steel rails cannot be bought to-day 
in Pittsbure at the prices that ruled two 
months ago, and the mills there 
are generally three weeks behind with their 
orders. 

The effect of all these favorable circumstances 
will soon be apparent in St. Louis in the way of 
an increased activity in the

The Vulcan Works are among the 
inost extensive in tne country, and, when run- 
ning, did a business amounting to over $2,- 
000,000 a year. The companyis now inthe 


Bessemer steel rail pool, from which they have 
been drawing $60,000 perannum. This pool 
dissolves on the lst of next October, and it is 
believed that if the present tavorable indica- 
tions continue, the Vulcan Works 
will start up late in the fall. The officers of the 
company have already been making investiga- 
tions looking towards the purchase of a large 
quantity of raw material. 

The Tudor Works will probably not resume 
for some time. 

The Laclede Rolling Millis being practically 
reconstructed and rebuilt, with a view to meet- 
ing the increase Of business. The proprietors 
are putting in five new Siemens turnaces, two 
new large engines, and one heavy plate train, 
which will roll six-foot plutes—a thing never 
before done in st.

The building of 
unother rolling mill for the production of a va- 
riety of iron that has heretofore been 
imported is an event of much significance and 
points to wonderful changes in the future. 
Another sign of the revival of the iron indus- 
try in St. Louis is the tact that there are now in 
full operation four blast furnaces in Oaronde- 
let. it has not been long since there was not a 
single one of the furnaces there in biast.

Literature. 


The Man Who Ate Thirty Snakes—The Deadly 
Cobra and Other Horrible Reptiles 
and Monstrosities. 


The Deadly Cobra. 
[From the N. Y. Sun./ 

Once I stood with Dr. Fayrerin his studio 
when be was about to make an experiment to 
determine the rapidity with which a cobra’s 
poison would doits work. In the middle of 
the room was a wooden box containing a four- 
foot cobra, which had been confined there 


without food for three days, and was in a hor- 
rible state of rage, and was stocked with ven- 
om. Nottrar from the door ofthe box was a 
large dog of greater strength and vitality thaa 


an uverage man. Iie was chained, 
and nearly all the hair had 
been shaved fromone of his hind legs. Ata 


signal from the Doctor, an assistant pulled a 
string, the door of the box rose, and the cobra, 
with a cord tied aronnd his tail, glided out like 
astreak of light. The unfortunate dog had 
been anxiously watching the vox for some 
minutes, and giving vent to his uneasiness by 
alow whining noise. The moment he saw the 
snake coming out he was throwninto an ago- 
ny of terror, asis nearly every animal when 
he sees a cobra,albeit he has never set eyes 
upon one before. -Evervbody in the room 
stood asfar away from the snake as possi- 
ble, the assistant holding the string that was 
attached to the reptile’s tail; ina second the 
cobra had fastened its eyesupon the dog, which 
was the object nearest to it, and rising from its 
tail, it assumed its horrible position ot attack. 
Then, launching its body lke lightning through 
the intervening space, it fastened itsjfangs tair- 
ly in the center of the bare, conzpicuous spot 
upon the dog’s flank. Instantly the assistant 


pullea the string and dragged the writh- 
ing reptile from its hold, and 
Dr. Fayrer seized the injured 


part of the dog’s leg between the thumb and 
first finger of his left band, and with aclean, 
swift sweep of his scalpel cut it out down to the 
bone. Remedies weie at once applied to stop 
the bleeding and stimulants were viven, butin 
a few minutes the dog begun to exhibit those 
symptoms of drowsiness that always precede 
death from the bite of a cobra. Every effort 
was made to arouse him, but within a little 
more than twenty minutes from the time the 
snake bit him the dog luy dead on the floor. 


Hoop Snakes. 
[From the Yellville (Ark.) Sabre. ] 
Dr. Alvord, County Clerk Masterson and Mr. 
Leahy bave just returned from a hunt on Sa- 
line Fork, where they witnessed one of the 


strangest instances ot instinct in reptiles that 
it has ever been our lot tochronicle. The 
party had stationed themselves in the tree- 
platforms about Yokum Blue Lick, and were 
waiting for deer, which come there at dawn, 
The lick is right at the bottom of a steep hill, 
and Dr. Alvord suddenly noticed something 
like ahoop come rolling down the hill and 
across the wet lick. It was followed by three 
others, which rolled to where it had stopped. 
Mr. Leahy called out, ‘‘Hoop snakes, by God! 
Watch them, boys.’’ 

The snakes played around for a few min- 
utes, and then, resuming their former 
positions, standing on edge with their tails in 
their mouths, deliberatly began toroll up the 
hill. The gentlemen rubbea their eyes and 
looked again—tbere they were, rolling up hill 
just as quickly and easily as they had rolled 
down. At first the party agreed not to say any- 
thing aboutthe matter as they feared their 


story would not be believed. But Col. Stark, 
at whose plantation they passed the next 
night, explained to them that 
the hoop snake has the curious 


property of being able to thicken himseif a 
little in frontof his point of contact with the 
ground, and to keep this part of himself 
heavier than the balance; hence, as the center 
of gravity falisin front of the base, the snake 
can’t belp revolving in any direction in which 
he keeps his ‘‘wad.’’ The ‘‘wad,’’ of course, 
passes around the full length of the snake in 
each revolution, while keeping its relative po- 
sition at the same time. 


A False Prophet, 
[From the Sumner County (Kan. ) Press. | 
I have been intormed by an eye-witness that 
one ofour citizens, a Mr. Lee Wilson, met with 
a very serious accidenton Tuesday of last week 


while trying to handle a rattlesnake near Mr. 
Walcott’s. It appears that some time last 
spring Mr. Wilson embraced the Mormon faith, 
and was set apart as a preacher, which, ac- 
cording to their taith, qualified him to handie 
serpents, eat poison, impart the Holy Spirit 
and heal the sick by the imposition of hands. 
Since that time Mr. Wilson and others of his 
faith have been testing these powers by 
pretending to heal the sick y laying 
onhands and by plaving the part ot snake 
charmer. Toconvince the Rev. A. B. Smith 
of his wonderful powers in handling serpents, 
Mr. Wilson dispatched a messenger to Mr. 
Walcott’s, near by, where Mr. Smith was. to 
bave him come down and witness his handling 
the rattiesnake, which he was carrying along 
in hishat. Mr. Smith did not go, but returned 
a message tothe prophet, informing him that 
the same men who handled venomous  ser- 
pents in apostolic times could also eat poison, 
and that be had some with him—the same 
tbat he had offered to Mr. Annis during the 
debate last spring; and thatif he would come 
up and eatthat be would believe, adding at 
the sametime that he hoped Wilson would 
get bitten if be persisted in handling his cap- 
tive. Shortly afterwara Wilson started in the 
direction of Mr. Robinson’s, when the serpent 
fastened on one of his hanas. Atthe last ac- 
count Mr. Wilson’s hand was ter- 
ribly swollen, so that he could not work 
on the roads nor be healed by the other 
prophets. 


Terrible Death of a Greaser.

Several Mexicans werein camp atthe mouth 
of Mephis Creek, and were lying about the 
camp fire, when one ofthem, Telesforo Crucas, 


felt something crawl off his shoe onto his leg. 
He was paralyzed to see a large centipede, fully 
nine inches in length, traveling slowly over his 
flesh. Knowing thatthe least motion would 
makeit sink its deadly claws into his skin, 
without moving his leg he got out his revolver 
and waited unti the brute 
got almost to his knee, when, 
slowly putting the mouth of the pistol to its 
head, he pulled loose and the centipede was 
gone. But a centipede’s claws ure quicker than 

npowder, and Crucas began tocrampina 
ew minutes, the track of the reptile along his 
leg turned a brownish vellow. and the place 
where it was killed swelled up frightfullv. Cru- 
cas rapidly grew worse, and in a little over 
four hours he died in great agony. 

Butthe most singular part of the story is, 
that the bullet from Crucas’ pistol cut 
a small nick lp the foreleg of a mule that was 
tethered near-by, a wound that could be cov 
ered with a lead pencil, and yet at daylight 
next morning the mule was also dead, with its 
leg 80 swollen that theskin had burst in sever- 
al places.

place tor snakes.’’ Yesterday Mr. 
Rockwell visited the outbuilding, 
and on opening the door he 


noticed a number of snakes crawling into the 
bungholes ot the whisky Parrels. Quick as 
thought he got the bungs and drove them into 
the barrels and secured the snakes. He then 
uttempted to ru)! the barreis out of the building 
but found them too beavy to handle without 
assistance. Hethen cailedin four men, who 
armed themselves with hickory clubs. The 
bung was taken out of one barrel and some hot 
water was poured in, and the snakes began to 
come out so rapidly that allof the men were 
kept busy with clubs kcillingthem. The next 
barrel was treated in the same manner untilall 
the five barrels were emptied. The total num- 
ber of snakes killed was 2,153. Noone pre- 
tends to account for the snakes getting into 
the barrels. The affidavits of our best and 
most reliable citizens will substantiate this 
story beyond any doubt. The snakes weie not 
all large ones, but there were none less than a 
foot in length, while many were six or seven 
fect long.

FIN ANCIAL. 


There was a litsle more doing to-day in dis- 
counting bi'ls forthe shipment and carrying 
cf grain and miscellaneous produce, but the 
improvement was very slight. Business gen- 
crally was unimportant in character. The 
calls for currency were numerous enough, but 
the wants were smallindividually and the ag- 
gregate only moderate. Eastern exchange 


continues dull and nominal. Trading in se- 
curities was also light again, there 
being no business 
moment locally. At ‘ 
stock speculaiion runs riot. Ofthe latter the 
Evening Post says: ‘*Such atowcring specu- 
lation,and such a remarkabie marketin all re- 
spects as we now have, bas not been witnessed 
in Wal' st-eet for many years. Professional 
speculators have again and ava‘n sold out ex- 
pecting the market to break, but thus far have 
invariably bought back their stocks at higher 
prices. The market has not broken on their 
sales for the reason that tor the first time since 
the great panic of 1873 have the purchases 
ot outsiders been of sufficient volume to make 
the current of the market irrespective of indi- 
viduals, no matter how large their capital or 
great their skillin manipulation.’ 

Concerning the currency movement the same 
paper savs: ‘‘From all that wecan gather, 
there is yet more currency coming here than is 
going away, and so far as the flurry of Satur- 
day had a good toundation it laid in the chang 
ing accounts of the Treasury with the banks, 
and was of atemporary character. Itis not to 
be supposed, however, that with mercantile 
and manufacturing business improving, 
with the diversion of capital to new 
enterprises and wich the increased vol- 
ume Of speculation at the Stock Exchange and 
at the commercial exchanges, we are to have a 
long continuance of 2@3 per cent quotations 
tor money. It would certainly be unreasonable 
to expect trcse low rates tocontinue later than 
the middie of September unless a large amount 
of gold isto be imported. At present it is an 
open question whether we shall import much 
gold; but as much as comes will strengthen 
the bank reserves and will form a basis for 
four times as much ct the kind of bank credit 
as constitutes the currency with 
which Stock Exchange and all whole- 
sale mercantile transactions are settled. It 
must be remembered, too, that the disburse- 
ment during July forthe fund of legal tender 
notes beld for many yeurs by the Treasury to 
redeem fractional notes nas been an impor- 
tant aid to the money market, it having fur- 
nished a basis for something over thirty mil- 
lions ef do'lars of the kind of bank credits just 
alluded to. Taking into account, however, 
everything that is favorable, it is ‘difficult to 
arrive at any other conclusion than that in the 
last three months of the year we shall have 
much fuller rates for money than we have had 
in the corresponding season of the last few 
years,’
